Except by an occasional amend- 


ment, North Dakota's constitution has 
undergone little change since its adop- 
tion by the first constitutional conven- 
tion, provided for in the enabling act 
approved by congress February 
22, 


1889. Delegates to this 
convention 


were elected in May, 1889, to the num. 
ber of 75, and they assembled in Bis- 
,.iarck and organized July 4,1889. The 
constitution which they framed was 
adopted October 1, 1889, by a vote of 
27,441 to 8,107. 


To Pave the Way. 


The purpose for which the new con 


stitutional convention is proposed is 
a general revision of the constitution 
which will pave the way for the ultra- 
progressive progran, adopted by the 
Non-Patisan league and approved by a 
majority of Oieuibers of both houses 
of the Fifteenth general assembly. 


If a bill providing for the assembling 


of a constitutional convention passes 
both bouses, the governor may then by 
proclamation call a special election for 
the selection of delegates to the con- 
vention. The results of the delibera- 
tions of these delegates will be em 
bodied In a proposed draft of a new 
constitution, which -ust be published

Secretary Lansing made the note 


public last night, and it is as follows: 


Lauds the President. 


"The President of the 'United States 


of America, guided by warm friend- 
ship, desires hostilities soon to come 
to an end and has said that he has' 
for considerable time been in touch 
with conditions. He has had the kind 
ness to' apprise the Federal council 
of the peace note sent to the .govern- 
ments of the Teutonic and the Allied 
Powers. In this note he discusses the 
great 
desiraibiltiy 
of 
international 


agreement for the purpose of avoiding 
effectively and permanently the occur- 
rences of catastrophes such as the 
one the people are suffering today. 


"In this connection, he lays partic- 


ular stress on the necessity for 'bring- 
ing about the end of the war. With- 
out making peace proposals himself, 
or offering mediation, he confines him- 
self to sounding whether 
-mankind 


may hope to approach the haven of 
peace.

"Most meritorious is the personal 


initiative of President Wilson and it 
will find a mighty echo In Switzer- 
land.

itoiy ot the first Christmas tree at 
Fargo, which was the first in North 
Dako'a, outside ot the military posts 
and the Indian agencies. The story 
s told by one of the old-timers in his 
oSvu language:

Split With Moorhead. 


"Before this Christmas the few peo- 


ple on this side of the Red river had 
;one to Moorhead for church service, 
mt at the meeting held in Moorhead 
'or the purpose of arranging tor the 
Christmas tree of 1873, the Fargo rep- 
resentatives felt aggrieved at the ac- 
ion taken by the Moorhead people, 
as the Fargoites wished the tree to be 
or the pleasure of all children of 
whatever church or creed, or of no 
creed at all, and the feeling in .Moor- 
head was for a tree for the children 
i>ore particularly ot church people. 
We of Fargo ca»-e home feeling that 
we were not .bidden to the feast. A 
few of us were talking the matter 
over when J. B. Chapin said: "WJij 
don't you have a Christmas tree of 
your ownJthe largest and the best? 
1 will give $10 toward it." With such 
a start we could not do otherwise 
than go ahead and have a .Fargo 
Christmas tree.
